cent, inthe United States. 
The pro- 


duction of steel increased 
65 per 
cent, 


inGreat Britain, 132 per cent, in Ger- 
many, 133 per cent, in France and 173 
per cent, in the United States. 
The 


exports of manufatures 
increased. 18 
per cent, inGreat Britain, 30 per cent, 
inGermany, 
10 per cent, in France, 


and 155 per cent, in the United States. 
Great Britain, withher enormous 
out- 


flow to her colonies, 
exported in 1902 


manufactures 
to the amount of $1,126,- 


000,000, while the United States export- 
ed $4,403,000,000; 
but whereas Great 
Britainin this item gained only 18 per 
cent., during the decade 
from 1892 
to 


1902, over the last preceding 
decade, 


the United States gained 155 per cent.

It is then taken outi 
emptied and set again to measure bfl 
the next sa'a, and so the process 
to 
continued 
throughout the twenty-foui 


hours. 


This instrument is usually kept Is 


the village mosque. 
In order to pre- 
vent all Interference with it a watch- 
man is set over It, who notifies the ex- 
piration of each hour from the mlnarel 
of the-mosque. 


Atthe end of the sa'a the opening is 
the side of the segia through which th« 
water flows is closed withclay, and th« 
water is cut off and allowed to flow 
down the main channe.l 
to the next 
plantation.

Weat Indies. 


One of the queerest' 
of the many

of ocean mermaids, many of them firm- 
ly believe that water nymphs Inhabit 
every fountain head of the mountain 
streams,

in

In the old slavery days the sources 


of such streams 
were worshiped and 


sacrifices offered to the "Rubba Mum- 
ma." 
The slaves on the plantations 


nsed 
to persuade 
their overseers 
or 


masters to sacrifice an ox at the foun- 
tain head of the stream which turned 
the 
wheel of the sugar mill, so that 
drought might be averted. 
Unless the 


"Rubba Mumma" was propitiated, the 
slaves contended, 
she would not send 


down enough water to turn the mill. 
On most of the sugar 
estates 
a bul- 


lock was annnally killed for this pur- 
pose.

County clerk Culbert denies that he 
promised to be in his officeafter supper 
to file the certificates; there was noth- 
ing said about certificates, but. a simple 
matter of transfer was referred to. 
On 
tho advice of the district attorney 
the 
clerk refused 
to file the nomination 
papers. 
The effect of this willbe to 
keep the candidates 
off the 
printed 


ballots as regular republican 
nominees. 
In this knock-out emergency a con- 
sultation

willbe a blank. 
This turn- 
ing down of the republican 
ticket has 
been brought about by a combination 
of circumstances, 
and a misconwplion 
of the law. The law requires that or- 
titicates of nomination by a convention 
must be filednot morn than 50 and not 
less than 30 days before tho election. 
Excluding the day of election the last 
day for filingsuch certificates was Sat- 
urday, 
the Bth instant. 
A printed 
notice, however, 
sent 
up from below, 


and supposed 
to have been compiled by 
parties versed in such legal knowledge, 
was posted in the county clerk's office, 
stating that the last day for filingsuch 
certificates was Monday, the 10th. This 
seems to have been accepted as the true 
date, 
without further inquiry by all 
parties directly concerned. 
These cer- 
tificates have to be signed by the chair- 
man and secretary 
of the convention, 


and also by the executive committee. 
P. M. Wbilmore was chairman 
of the 
republican convention, 
and 
before he 
left forhis home at Antelope he signed 
some papers 
as chairman, 
and 
went 
home, under the impression that he had 
done 
everything 
required in that 
capacity. 
About two weeks ago, bow- 
ever, the county committee employed 
J. W. Caldwell to draw up the cer- 
tificates. 
They were thereafter 
sent 
up to P. M. Whitmore, whose 
post- 


office is Pine Grove, 
to be signed by 
him. 
The severe storm was raging at 
that time, and he did not get his mail. 
The letter remained at the Pine Grove 
office. 
Becoming 
anxious 
the 
tele- 
phone 
was called into service. 
.Mr. 


Whitmore was apprised last Friday of 
the fact that the certificates had to be 
signed and filed by Monday. 
He re- 
plied that he would be on hand. 
Sun- 
day he lefthome for Jackson, 
and got 
the official papers 
on his way, and 
brought 
them to Jackson. 
He met 
Dr. Gall, the secretary 
of the conven- 
tion, the same night, and it was agreed 
that the business 
should be attended 
to the first thing next morning. Short- 
lyafter noon Monday the certificates 
were duly signed by the chairman and 
secretary, and turned over to J. W. 
Caldwell, forhim to get the other 
sig- 
natures 
necessary, 
and it is claimed 
that he promised to see that they were 
filed in time. 
Aftergetting the other 
signatures, 
he as 
notary 
public, 
went 
to F. M. Whitmore to swear to the 
affidavit attached to the certificate. It 
was about dark by this time, and after 
office hours. 
Mr.Caldwell says he saw 
the county clerk, and he said he would 
ba in his office about 7 o'clock. 
With 
the certificates all complete, 
attorney 
Caldwollrepaired to the clerk's office 
to filetho papers but he found the door 
locked, although a gas jet was burning 
therein. 
After waitingaround acouple 


ofhours he learned that county 
clerk 
C. L. Culbert had gone to Amador 
City,and his deputy, 
J. R. Huberty, 


had left for San Andreas. 
A consulta- 
tion was held as to what should bo 
done with the certificates under 
the 


circumstances, resulting in the papers 
being pushed 
under 
the door of the 
clerk's 
office 
about 
half-past 
nine, 
o'clock, where they were found by tbe 
janitor when he went to turn out the 
light before 12 o'clock. Both sides, up 
to this timo, seem to have 
been under 
the impression that ifthe papers 
were 
filed before midnight it would bo with- 
in the law. 


The democrats arranged for a meet- 


ing in the court room iast 
Monday 
evening to give A. Caminetti an oppor- 
tunity to tell what he willdo if the 
voters willonly elect him to congress 
from the firstdistrict.

T. M.Ryan, as chairman of the county 
committee, called the meeting to order, 
and introduced US Gregory 
as chair- 
man of tbe mooting. 
The chairman 


made a brief speech, 
saying what a 


model representative 
Caminetti 
had 


made whilein congress. 
It was after 


9 o'clock when A. Caminetti started 
to 


address the meeting. 
He said he had 


at first refused the nomination, 
but at 


the solicitation of his many friends he 
had reconsidered the matter and con- 
cluded to run. The people had honored 
himin the past, and he was a candidate 
forcongress because he did not want to 
appear as an ingrate. 
An ingrate 
was 
the most despicable 
of men. 
He said 
he was not indulging in personalities, 
and then went on to try and make his 
hearers believe that J. N. Gillott, his 
opponont, had done absolutely nothing 
since he had been 
congressman; 
and 


further tried to create the false im- 
pression 
that he had 
had 
twenty 


months in which to work in the halls 
of congress. 
He then started out on a 
long and tedious harangue to tell what 
he proposed to do ifelected. 
He would 
revive hydraulic 
mining 
by 
getting 
appropriations for tho construction of 
restraining 
dams; not one at a time 
merely, 
but throughout 
the 
whole 
area of tho hydraulic mining region. 


.He would represent allinterests, but 
proposed to pay particular attention to 
the mining industry. 
He next drifted 
out in the widedomain of air castles — 
in whichGold Caminetti is an oxpert 
among exports. 
He would introduce 
a bill to exclude 
the Japanese. 
Ho 
wanted the federal treasury 
to stand 
for education intho various'states, 
He 
was, however, particularly shy on the 
tariff. Ho did not venture to say what 
he would do on that, 
claiming that it 


was not an issue. 
It was about 11 


o'clock when he finished his talk, by 
which timo the audience 
which filled 
the room whon he started had dwindled 
almost to the zero point, and those 
who did "stay it through" were thor- 
oughly fagged out, wo might say

gusted, 
with one who was so long on 
promises and so short on performances.

In addition to the mill,there is on ex- 
hibition at the same place, a miniature 
tool chest and tools, the latter fashion- 
ed of steel.

space of a trifleover a foot square.

exhibits the working of the stamps

or plates over which the crushed

This piece of mechanism was made

J. W. Gothic in Sutter Creek in 1897,

They had 


Gred six missed holes, and had reached 
the skip and were being hauled on top, 
as their shift's work was done. 
The 
men 
were Samuel 
Pistinyak, 
Chris 
Bergovich, Nick Bangor and another. 
The first named 
was Inside the skip, 


the others were riding on the bale. In 
the skip were some tools, such as picks, 
and a tamping stick. 
The iron track 


upon which the skip ran was new, bad 
only been laid a day or so before. Itis 
supposed that something in the skip— 
probably the tamping stick—projected 
over the skip so as to come in contact 
with tho shaft timbers. 
The skip was 


pulled from the track—turned turtle. 
Those on the bale were thrown to the 
shaft timbers and escaped injury, with 
the exception ofChris Bergovich, 
who 


bad his'left foot badly crushed between 
the skip and the timbers. 
His injuries 


willincapacitate 
him from work for 


some 
time. 
Pistinyak, In the skip, 


bad no opportunity 
to save himself. 
He was fatally hurt. Itis believed bis 
back was broken; 
exactly how is not 


known. 
The blasts in the bottom had 
exploded 
soon 
thereafter, 
and 
the 
smoke 
was almost suffocating where 
the unfortunate 
victim lay. He told

that he and.two 
cotnpauions 
wore employed in the 1700 
levol. 
They had drilled and fired their 
holes, and were quilting work at tho 
conclusion pf their shift. -They 
were 
making their way to the statiqn, tq be 
taken on top. 
Costa 
was the middle 
man in proceeding to the station. 
He 


had 
been 
working there about 
two 
months, 
and 
knew 
the way. 
The 


chute was 70 or 80 feet from the point 
where they had been 
working. 
The 
leading man passed the chute as usual, 
but Costa walked squarely intjj it and 
disappeared. 
He was instaptjy killed. 
The men were groping their way in 
the darkness at the time, as the shock 
of the explosing 
blasts blew put their 
candles, 
and It Is no easy 
matter to 
light a candle in the draft and wet of 
the drifts. 
Coroner Huberty held an Inquest the
